RECEIVES CONGRESS 
INSURANCE PLAN 


The recent Annual Conference 
of Bishops invited the chief 
representative of the Congress of 
National Black Churches, Mr. 
Joseph P. Eaglin to inform the 
council about its new church 
insurance program. Mr. Eaglin 
serves the congress as Executive 
Director. The Church of God in 
Christ is a charter member of 
the congress and through that 
cooperation has been privileged 
to be in on the ground floor many 
exciting and _ progressive 
ventures. 


Mr. Eaglin spoke of the growing 
Church in Partnership Agency 
that was started in conjunction 
with the congress to promote a 
comprehensive insurance cover- 
age for church property. The 
AETNA Insurance, Inc., and the 
seven member congress denom- 
inations have formed a vital 
partnership. This developing 
business is quickly becoming a 
national entity and is responsi- 
ble for the low cost, high cov- 
erage for churches. The con- 
gress owns 70% and AETNA 
owns 30% of the business. The 
prime target is controlling cost 
and providing often hard to find 
excellent coverage for churches. 
Currently, some 1600 churches 
are covered in 38 states. Mr. 
Eaglin reported to the bishops 
that the Church of God in Christ 
has played a major role in estab- 
lishing the partnership, which is 
already starting to benefit the 
church.***Should your church

Mr. Eaglin also shared with the 
bishop the progress of the Pro- 
ject Spirit program. Currently 
the Church of God in Christ has 
a site location in Oakland, Cali- 
fornia. This program is designed 
to address the needs of Black 
pastors, parents and children. It 
is funded by the Carnegie Cor- 
poration. In Oakland, Bishop 
German Ross has played an 
outstanding role. The Elder 
George Murray is the Site Coor- 
dinator for Oakland and has 
done a tremendous job in the 
identification and recruitment of 
teachers, parent instructors, 
participating schools and com- 
munity resources. There are 
sites in Atlanta and Indianapolis 
likewise. Another part of Mr. 
Eaglin’s report dealt with the 
clergy counseling training. Cur- 
rently, our Cogic ministers are 
involved in the project in many 
different cities. 


The Congress of National Black 
Churches is headquartered in 
Washington D.C., and was deve- 
loped to create a forum to use 
the institutional power of the 
Black church for the develop- 
ment of Black people. The

‘‘A Soldier Gone Home”’ 
1894 - 1986 


State Supervisor, Ohio 
North Jurisdiction 
Church of God in Christ 


Mother Lola Hiley Corbett 
Young: Founder, Organizer, and 
Builder - A Godly woman with 
many talents. 


Mother Lola Young was born 
December 9, 1894 in Fort Valley, 
Georgia to the union of Will and 
Lula Hiley. She was the eldest 
of three (3) brothers, namely 
David, Will and Jesse, all of 
whom have preceded her in 
death, She was saved at the 
tender age of fifteen (15) in Ft. 
Valley, Georgia and worked 
faithfully during her teenage 
years in the service of the Lord. 
She was married at age sixteen 
to Henry Corbett who preceded 
her in death. In 1919, she 
migrated to the state of Ohio. 
She was one of the original eight 
(8) people who came to Ohio and 
assisted Elder Mack E. Jonas as 
he began development of the 
work in this State of Ohio. Some 
of the ideas were conceived in 
a little storefront church on 
Central Avenue in the city of 
Cleveland, Ohio. A short time 
later Bishop C. H. Mason and 
Mother Lizzie Robinson came to 
Cleveland, Ohio where Elder 
Jonas was made Overseer of the 
work, Mother Robinson, Super- 
visor of the National Women’s 
work of the Church of God in 
Christ appointed Mother Lola 
Corbett as Missionary. 


Very early in 1932, a “Call” to 
the Mission Field came to 
Mother Lola. Encouraged by 
Bishop Jonas, she journeyed to 
Ft. Valley, Georgia, her home 
city where she helped for quite 
a period of time Elder Charles 
Butler established and worked 
out a mission of the Church of 
God in Christ. It was during her 
ministry that her mother was 
saved and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. She was privileged at 
that time also, to let many of her 
former schoolmates know the 
stand she had taken for Christ, 
and she won many of them to 
Christ during her stay in Ft. 
Valley. When Mother Young 
returned to Ohio she continued 
her work as part of the planning 
group that worked untiringly 
toward the building of the Ohio 
work, i.e., the Church of God in 
Christ. She worked with the late 
Bishop R. F. Williams in the Old 
Liberty Hill Church of God in 
Christ, and worked with the 
group in the planning of the 
Williams Temple Church of God 
in Christ. She gave her support 
in a variety of ways that 
included encouraging others and 
influencing them to support the 
effort with labor and with what 
little money they could raise and 
pool together. As time passed, 
Mother Young’s efforts focused 
on state activities. She was 
appointed District Missionary of 
the Akron District by the late 
Mother Lillian Coffey, after 
which she served as Assistant 
to the State Supervisor of Ohio, 
Mother Lillian Brooks Coffey. 
After working diligently in the 
Church work, locally, as well as 
statewise, she was appointed 
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State Supervisor of Women’s 
Work in 1939, an office she held 
until the time of her demise. 


On August 18, 1950, Mother Lola 
Corbett was united in holy 
matrimony to Brother David 
Young at Williams Temple 
Church of God in Christ, Cleve- 
land, Ohio. In addition to work- 
ing along with the late Bishop 
R. F. Williams, she served side 
by side with the late Bishop U. 
E. Miller, and Bishop R. S. 
Fields, Bishop of the Ohio North 
Jurisdiction. She loved her work, 
and devoted all her time to this 
endeavor. In addition, she held 
several offices in the National 
Church with the Late Mother 
Annie L. Bailey and Mother 
Mattie McGlothen, Interna- 
tional Supervisor of Women’s 
Work, Church of God in Christ. 
Her Church work took priority 
over everything, and she has 
indeed served many, thus fulfil- 


ling the command of the Lord to 
be a servant for Him. Her deeds 
or acts of kindness are far too 
numerous to mention, but many 
a wayfarer was touched by the 
goodness of her life. 


Mother Young has set the exam- 
ple of goodness with her many, 
many years of service in giving 
consistent support to the efforts 
of her church leaders. We pay 
tribute to her today for her 
faithfulness in seeing the task 
through. For, at 10:45 p.m. 
Friday night, July 18, 1986, the 
Angel of Death planted the kiss 
of finality and she was promoted 
to Glory. Since the passing of 
Mother Young, the Lord has also 
called from labor to reward her 
husband, Brother David Young.

I deeply appreciate the way our 
Christian brothers and sisters 
rallied around when we needed 
them. Your sympathetic and 
diligent assistance will long be 
remembered.

What has welfare done to the 
American family and the black 
family specifically? In most 
cases welfare has provided the 
safety net and prevented people

TOBACCO FREE 
YOUNG AMERICA PROJECT 


Most Americans favor tougher 
restrictions on public smoking 
and on tobacco industry promo- 
tional activities according to the 
findings of.a public opinion poll 
sponsored by the American 
Cancer Society, the American 
Lung Association and the Amer- 
ican Heart Association. 


The poll of 1,025 adult Ameri- 
cans nationwide was conducted 
by Lieberman Research Inc. of 
New York City for the three 
organizations’ “Tobacco Free 
Young America’ coalition. 
Seven out of ten were non- 
smokers and three out of ten 
were smokers, reflecting the 
breakdown of these two groups 
in the U. S. population. 


Ninety-four percent of those 
polled--smokers and _ non- 
smokers alike--agreed that pub- 
lic spaces should have “no smok- 
ing” sections, with many (45%) 
feeling that there should be even 
more of these restricted sections. 
Respondents also strongly 
agreed that employers should be 
allowed to limit smoking loca- 
tions on the job (84%), but three- 
fourths said they would not turn 
down applicants for employ- 
ments just because they are 
smokers. 


A majority of those polled (61%) 
were opposed to the free distri- 
bution of cigarette sample packs 


on public streets by cigarette 
companies. The public is about 
equally split on whether 
cigarette signs or ads should be 
permitted in sports stadiums. 
Similarly, they were split over 
whether cigarette companies 
should be permitted to sponsor 
music, sports and cultural 
events. 


In spite of tobacco industry 
claims to the contrary, a major- 
ity agreed that “cigarette ads 
cause youngsters to start smok- 
ing,’ and almost half felt that 
cigarette ads make it harder for 
smokers to quit. 


More agreed with the idea that 
ads encourage smokers to 
remain loyal to their brands 
rather than to switch brands. 


“Apparently most Americans 
don’t agree with the tobacco 
industry’s claim that their ads 
merely convince smokers to 
switch brands and don’t cause 
people to start to smoke,” said 
Kenneth E. Warner, Ph.D., chair- 
man of the Department of Public 
Health Policy and Administra- 
tion of the University of Mich- 
igan’s School of Public Health. 
Dr. Warner is spokesman for the 
“Tobacco Free Young America” 
project, a combined effort by the 
three organizations to help the 
nation reach the Surgeon Gener- 
al’s goal of a tobacco free society 


by the year 2000. 


“There is a growing public 
awareness of the harmful effects 
of cigarette advertising and 
promotional activities on Amer- 
ica’s young people,” said Dr. 
Warner. “It is clear that the idea 
of restricting cigarette advertis- 
ing and banning free samples is 
becoming more acceptable, even 
though our public education 
efforts in this area have barely 
begun.” 


One-third (83%) of those questi- 
oned said cigarette companies 
should not be permitted to adver- 
tise in newspapers and maga- 
zines, and forty-five percent 
favored prohibiting ads on out- 
door billboards. 


Half of those surveyed (50%) said 
only the cigarette packs and 
nothing else should appear in a 
cigarette ad, which would mean 
an end to cigarette advertise- 
ments featuring models in glam- 
ourous or athletic settings. 


“Cigarette companies are creat- 
ing yet another smokescreen,’ 
asserted Warner. ““They’re try- 
ing to convince the public that 
an advertising and promotion 
ban is unconstitutional when 
it’s foremost a health issue. As 
the American people come to 
realize that this country’s major

Single persons living alone 
represent 23 percent of all house- 
holds in America. That number 
grew from 10.9 million in 1970 
to 24.7 million in 1985. Three 
times aS many persons under 
thirty-five live alone. The major- 
ity of persons who live alone are 
women (11 million women ver- 
sus 6.8 million men). If present 
trends continue and I believe 
they will by the year 1990, as 
many as half the adult Christian 
in any given congregation will 
be single persons. Despite these 
impressive and growing statis- 
tics, singles have been denied a 
distinct identity, in the same 
fashion that we regard the “fam- 
ily, marrieds, youth and others.”

RICHMOND -—In the late 1960’s, 
a volatile black teenager armed 
with a sharp piece of rusted 
metal was prowling a crime- 
riddled section of Portsmouth, 
Va. It was past curfew and 
Gerald O. Glenn admittedly was 
“looking for trouble.” 


Instead, he was approached by 
police patrolman Terry Benoit, 
who took him to a 24-hour 
grocery store and talked the 
manager into giving him a job. 


Today, Glenn, 33, is chief of 
investigations for the Virginia 
Department of Health Regula- 
tory Boards. He is one of the 
highest ranking black state 
regulatory officials in the nation. 


Voluble but soft-spoken, Glenn 
is a former Army recruiter, 
policeman and school worker. He 
is a husband, father of five small 
children and, is an ordained 
minister in the Church of God 
in Christ, expects to soon be 
preaching from the pulpit of his 
own church in South Richmond. 


Recalling his initial encounter 
with Benoit, Glenn, who had 
been emotionally upset by his 
parents’ divorce, said, “At that 
time I thought I was pretty 
tough. I hadn’t gotten into any 
real trouble yet but I knew it was 
just a matter of time. I don’t 
know how I survived.” 


He said he was shocked when, 
instead of hassling or arresting 
him, Benoit, now a sergeant, 
found him a job. 


“To me, every white was an 
Anglo and Anglos were bad. 
What Benoit did was against 
everything I had ever learned,” 
he said. 


After his graduation from Crad- 
dock High School in 1971, Glenn 
went to Buffalo, N. Y. to live 
with a minister friend. A short 
time later, another pivotal event 
occurred. 


“I saw myself dying young if I 
didn’t give up my street life. 
While I was trying to figure out 
what to do, I found myself at a 
sidewalk tent-revival. It was 
there that I found Christ,” he 
said. 


For the next five years Glenn 
worked as an integration aide in 
the Buffalo school system, deal- 
ing frequently with children 
with behavioral and learning 
disabilities. He was licensed and 
subsequently ordained a minis- 
ter in the Church of God in 
Christ and served in 1977, as an 
interim pastor in a Batavia, N. 
Y. church. 


Going from reserve to active 
status, Glenn was a U. S. Army 
recruiter in Buffalo from 1976 
until 1978. 


Encouraged by Benoit and oth- 
ers, he returned to Portsmouth 
after his army discharge to fulfill 
a long-standing ambition to be 
a policeman in the same city 
where his own life had been 
turned around less than a decade 
earlier. 


“T was right back on the streets 


where I had looked for trouble 
as a kid. But this time I was 
trying to help others stay clean,” 
Glenn said. 


His career path took another 
providential turn in 1981, when 
an opportunity beckoned for 
service with the Texas State 
Police. Glenn had been born in 
Texas while his father was 
stationed there in the Army. 


After arriving in Dallas, how- 
ever, he jumped at a more luc- 
rative opening as an investigator 
with the Texas State Board of 
Medical Examiners. In less than 
three years he was assistant 
director for field operations 
monitoring the practices of some 
32,000 physicians. 


Glenn returned to Virginia in 
October, 1985, to become a super- 
visor in the compliance unit of 
the Department of Health Reg- 
ulatory Boards. When the unit 
was reorganized in July, 1986, he 
was appointed chief of 
investigations. 


His primary responsibility is the 
handling of complaints against 
any of the more than 100,000 
practitioners licensed by Virgi- 
nia’s 10 health regulatory 
boards. Included are doctors, 
nurses, pharmacists, dentists, 
optometrists, psychologists, pro- 
fessional counselors, social 
workers and veterinarians. 


“This has been a tremendous 
and exciting opportunity for 
me,” Glenn said. 


“I feel a great sense of accomp- 
lishment because I know I’m 
helping to protect a lot of people. 
I get much more satisfaction out 
of catching a bad doctor or 
dentist before they hurt someone 
than I would in writing a traffic 
ticket,” he added. 


Glenn said if it hadn’t been for 
Benoit, the U. S. Army and his 
religious faith, he might easily 
had embarked on a life of crime. 


“I’m a staunch, bandstand, flag- 
waving supporter of mandatory 
military service for our youth. 
It provides the kind of discipline 
young people need but all too 
often don’t get at home,” he said. 


Glenn also sees himself as a 
prime example of the broad 
opportunities available for 
blacks today in Virginia and the 
South. 


“These opportunities are tre- 
mendous. I don’t believe that 
because you come from a disad- 
vantaged environment you are 
predestined for a bad outcome,” 
he said. 


He urged young blacks to get the 
chips off their shoulders and 
work within the system. 


“Our battles cannot be won by 
anarchy in the streets. That 
hurts more than helps us. We 
have to operate within the 
accepted norms of society,” 
Glenn said. 


“I’m opposed to quotas and I’m 
opposed to tokenism. I think a 
man-every man-has to pull him- 
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self up by his own bootstraps,” 
he added. 


Glenn said no black with talent, 
drive and ambition need to be 
hampered by his color. 


“Tf I were to be fired tomorrow, 
I would be confident that it was 
because I wasn’t doing my job, 
not because I’m black,” he said.

Counselor, and was a charter 
member of the Junior Engineer- 
ing Technology Society JETS). 
She was also regularly elected 
to the student Council and was 
a member and officer of many 
committees in high school. 
Among her social activities are 
included playing the clarinet, 
being a member of the Pep Club 
and Bowling team. 


Colette was accepted at St. Louis 
University’s Parks College of 
Aerospace Engineering and 
Technology. She has steadily 
and tenaciously improved her 
standing in the class, and has 
also increased her extra- 
curricular activities. She is the 
current President of the Black 
Student Alliance, and during her 
tenure the Black Student 
Alliance constitution was re- 
written, and new brevity was 
brought to the student meetings, 
indicating a strong organiza- 
tional capability. Colette is also 
a member of the Society of 
Women Engineers, and is work- 
ing to reactivate the chapter at 
Parks College. 


It was interesting to note that 
when inquiring about Colette at 
her high school, no one had any 
difficulty recalling her or how 
well she had done. She has 
earned the respect of her instruc- 
tors and her fellow students. 
Many of the plans that Colette 
has implemented will be felt long 
after she has relinquished the 
Presidency of the Black Student 
Alliance at Parks College. 


In appearance, Colette is a 
slender, attractive, somewhat 
diminuative black woman, 
always well-groomed, friendly 
and outgoing. She is a memor- 
able person with a wide range 
of interests, but particularly 
with an abiding interest in 
people. She makes and holds 
friends readily. This is well 
shown in her many church 
activities which include singing 
in the church choir and partic- 
ipating in youth orientated 
services. 


We hope to keep in touch with 
Colette, for she is certain to 
become one of our very distin- 
guished alumni. We are very 
glad to be able to acknowledge 
the fact that Colette has been 
nominated for the Most Out- 
standing Woman of the Year 
award.

BISHOP T. R. YOUNG 


On Friday, October 17, 1986, 
BISHOP THEODORE ROBERT 
YOUNG went from labor to 
reward. 


He was born May 5, 1900 in 
Baltimore, Maryland and raised 
by his grandparents, George and 
Henrietta Young. He received 
his education in the Baltimore 
school system. In his further 
studies, he received his Doctor 
of Divinity Degrees from the 
Moody Institute of Theology in 
Chicago, Illinois, the Trinity 
Hall College and Seminary in 
Springfield Ohio, and many 
other honors. 


He was married to the late Addie 
Porter Young in 1928. 


He came to the Lord as a young 
man and was a dedicated and 
faithful worker, serving as dea- 
con, superintendent of Sunday 
School and musician. He became 
an assistant pastor and eventu- 
ally received the call of the Lord 
to pastor in 1931. He named his 
church the “Maryland Church 
of God in Christ” and he joined 
the National Church of God in 
Christ under the late Bishop C. 
H. Mason. 


His first congregation was 
located on Presstman Street. As 
his congregation grew, he moved 
toa larger building on 429 Robert 
Street in 1940. As the work grew 
the Lord blessed the more. He 
received a greater vision of a 
larger edifice with large folding 
doors. In March, 1970, the con- 
gregation moved to its current 
location at 5100 Denmore 
Avenue. 


He was known throughout the 
community for his dedication 
and support of many charities 
and civic organizations. 


During his service in the Greater 
Maryland Diocese, he served as 
State Treasurer and State Super- 
intendent of Sunday School. He 
was elevated in God’s service 
and consecrated Bishop in 1960.

In 1984, he became 
Bishop Emeritus. 


Throughout his ministry, 
Bishop Young was known as a 
man of peace, humility and 
prayer. He always encouraged 
God’s people to “follow peace 
with all men’, “‘Be ye also 
ready’, “Mark the perfect man”’ 
and to ‘follow me as I follow 
Christ.” He will always be loved 
in the memory of the Maryland 
church family.

health organizations are of one 
mind on an advertising ban,” he 
continued, “I’m confident that 
we well see enactment of legis- 
lation to prohibit cigarette adver- 
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tising and promotion. 


In commenting on eventual 
public support of a ban, Dr. 
Warner referred to another sur- 
vey of public attitudes done 
recently for the American Med- 
ical Association. In the AMA’s 
poll, when people were informed 
that the AMA has called for a 
ban on advertising tobacco, 
almost two out of three people 
(64%), said that they favored 
such a ban. 


“In our poll, one-third of the 
people said that cigarette ads 
should be banned. Considering 
how new this idea is to the 
public, that’s a very substantial 
base of support,’ said Warner. 
“When you combine the results 
of our survey with those of the 
AMA survey, it’s clear all health 
organizations need to take 
strong positions and initiate 
aggressive programs aimed at 
getting a ban on cigarette adver- 
tising and promotion,” he added. 


Leaders of the American Cancer 
Society, the American Heart 
Association and the American 
Lung Association claimed that 
the results of the Lieberman poll 
underscore the vast social 
changes in smoking habits and 
attitudes over the past two 
decades during which the harm- 
ful effects of cigarette smoking 
have come to light. The health 
agencies say they will continue 
an intensive information cam- 
paign to reinforce the strength 
of the public’s growing convic- 
tion that the promotion of 
cigarettes is a major contributor 
to the tobacco related deaths of 
350,000 Americans annually.
